EARLY  FAI'ILY  HISTORY 
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EARLY  GO  CHI  7  AUER  RECORD 

A  Peace  Conference  was  held  by  the  Yemenite  Church 
in  the  City  of  Dort,  (Dortrcct,  Holland)  on  April  21,  1632, 
at  which  ties  a  "Confession  of  Faith"  was  drawn  up  and  adopt 

ed. 

On  February  4,  1660,  there  were  assembled  at  Ohnen- 
heim  the  ministers  and  elders  of  the  church  of  Alsace,  At 
thi3  meeting  the  "Confession  of  Faith"  adopted  by  the  Peace 
Conference  at  the  City  of  Dort  was  examined  and  accepted  in 
its  entirety.  In  testimony  of  the  adoption  of  this  code 
the  ministers  and  elders  signed  the  acceptance. 

Jacob  Gochnauer  affixed  his  name  as  an  elder  in  the 
Ohnenheim  church  280  years  ago.  This  is  the  earliest  re¬ 
cord  of  the  family  name  found  up  to  this  time.  (Exhibit  1) 

JACOB  ADD  CHRISTIAN  COUP  TO  AMERICA 

To  avoid  the  wars  of  Europe  and  to  find  a  haven  in 
which  they  might  practice  their  faith  unmolested,  two  bro¬ 
thers,  Jacob  Gochnauer,  twenty  years  old,  and  Christian, 
seventeen  years  old,  decided  to  come  to  America. 

V.'ith  other  men,  women,  and  children,  they  took  pass¬ 
age  from  Rotterdam  on  the  Ship  Samuel  of  London,  Hugh  Percy,

On  this  sailing  vessel  were  106  men,  39  women. 


and  34  children,  or  a  passenger  list  of  279  persons.  A- 
mong  the  list  0 1  passengers  v;as  also  Kathrina  Oochnauer, 
in,  eighteen  years  old.  The  !’in”  indicates  chat  she  is 
married,  and  thus  is  either  Jacob1  s  vrif e,  or  the  wife  of 
Christian.  In  all  probability,  she  is  the  wife  of  the 
elder  brother,  Jacob.  (Exhibit  2) 


These  people  landed  at  Philadelphia  on  August  11, 
1732,  and  were  taken  to  the  Court  House.  Here  all  men 
over  the  age  of  sixteen  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  and 
repeated  and  signed  the  declaration  as  directed  by  the 
order  of  council.  (Exhibit  3) 

After  promising  allegiance  to  His  alajesty.  King 


George  the  Second  of  Great  Eritian,  these  laic  inhabitants 
of  the  Palatinate  upon  the  Rhine  and  adjacent  places  were 
allowed  to  go  their  way  in  a  new  land. 


LAND  GRANT  TO  JO  HU  JACOB  OQUGHEQT  lh 

On  January  24,  1733/  a  warrant  from  Thomas  Penn, 
Richard  Penn,  and  John  Penn,  was  issued  to  John  Jacob  Gough 
nour.  The  property  included  in  this  land  grant  was  situat¬ 
ed  in  Conestoga  Township,  Lancaster  County.  The  survey 
v/as  made  by  meets  and  bounds  which  started  at  a  marked  fish 
tree  on  Pequea  Creek.  The  measurements  were  recorded  in 
perches  (a  perch  is  a  rod,  or  16^  feet). 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  our  family  name  is

LAND  SURVEY  FOR  JACOB  GQCGFOFOY.ER 


On  June  10,  1734>  a  survey  was  nude  of  a  parcel  of 
land  in  Lianne- in  Township  for  Jacob  Gocghonower.  (Exhibit  5) 
It  is  questionable  if  John  Jacob  ana  the  second 
Jacob  are  the  sane,  as  the  two  parcels  of  land  are-  in  dif¬ 
ferent  town ships,  although  it  is  possible. 

It  has  been  stated  before  that  Kathrina  was  probably 
Jacob*  s  wife  when  they  landed  cn  these  shores.

The  location  of  the  property  is  very  indefinite,  but 
the  survey  in  meets  and  bounds  is  quite  accurate.  His 
neighbors  were  Henry  Heistants  on  the  Perth,  Michael  Sea- 
grist  and  Feter  Ler.ians  on  the  '-'Jest,  Raymond  Young  on  the 
South,  and  Christian  Hoover  on  the  East.  (Exhibit  6) 

.  A  diligent  search  has  been  made  of  the  records,  with 
out  avail,  to  find  the  arrival  of  a  Joseph  to  this  country. 

It  has  been  pointed  cut  that  Jacob,  who  arrived  in 
1732,  was  the  husband  of  ICathrina,  und  indications  are  that 
he  is  John  Jacob  who  received  the  land  grant  in  1733.  (Ex¬ 


hibit  4) 

Might  it  not  also  follow  that  his  brother,  Christian 
who  came  with  Jacob,  night  also  have  had  another  given  name 
Joseph  Christian? 


JOSEPH'S  WILL 

Joseph  node  a  will  dated  January  7,  1754,  which  was 
entered  for  probate  January  24,  1764,  as  will  be  noted  by 
the  endorsements  at  the  end  of  the  photostatic  copy.  (Ex¬ 
hibit  6)  This  establishes  the  fact  that  Joseph  died  be¬ 
tween  January  7th.  and  24th. 

The  Joseph  Coghanour  who  received  the  land  grant, 
(Exhibit  6)  and  Joseph  Gochenour  of  the  will  are  one  and 


the  sane,  for  the  description  of  the  property  is  the  sane 
in  the  land  grant  and  in  the  will. 


Read  Joseph’s  will.  You  will  be  astounded  by  the 
fact  that  he  takes  care  of  his  sen  -Joseph’s  sons,  Henry 
and  Joseph,  before  he  mentions  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  or  his 
other  children. 

It  is  evident  that  he  died  quite  suddenly.  The  will 
is  fairly  well  thought  out,  but  he  repeats  himself  in  one 

place. 

Joseph  signed  the  will  by  making  his  mark,  an  ’'X", 
and  the  ink  blot  is  most  eloquent. 

This  will  tells  us  a  great  deal.  Joseph,  his  son, 
with  his  wife,  Mary  Magdalena,  and  their  three  children, 
Henry,  Elizabeth,  and  Joseph,  lived  with  them,  for  in  the 
will  he  specifies,  "Ana  my  said  son’s  wife,  Magdalena,  shall 
have  her  garden,  which  she  had  before  for  her  own  use.” 

My  Aunt  Selinda  told  me  of  hearing  that  her  grand¬ 
father  was  born  after  his  father’s  death. 

When  Mary,  the  baby,  died  in  1758,  her  share  of  her 
father’s  estate  was  divided  among  her  brothers  and  sisters, 
or  their  heirs.  (See  Exhibit  13) 

Here  we  are  surprised  to  find  another  brother,  Joseph, 
and  as  he  is  not  mentioned  in  the  will,  he  was  born  after  his 
father’s  death. 

It  was  customary  in  those  days  when  a  child  died  to 
name  a  new  baby  for  him. 

So  it  follows  that  Joseph,  who  made  the  will,  was  not

There  is  no  record  o:f  a  Joseph  Gochnauer  entering 
this  country,  so  it  follows  thas  Christian,  age  .seventeen, 
of  the  Ship  Samuel  passenger  list,  was  Joseph  Christian 
Gochnauer. 

He  was  bom  in  271 5,  probably  narried  early  as  was 
the  custom  in  those  days,  and  if  :his  Jlirst  child,  Joseph, 
v;as  married  when  he  was  eighteen  or  twenty  years  old,  'Henry, 
the  grandson  should  .have  been  ten  years  old  when  his  .Grand¬ 
father  died  in  1764.  His  brother,  Joseph,  who  was  the  third 
child,  was  probably  eight  years  old,  or  born  in  1756. 

It  is  evident  that  Joseph’s  sen,  Joseph,  had  died 
quite  suddenly,  possibly  violently,  and  left  two  young  boys. 
The  grandfather  was  undoubtedly  quite  concerned  about  the 
grandchildren,  as  he  took  care  of  their  needs  first  in  his 
will.  And  took  care  of  them  handsomely,  for  he  gave  them 
half  the  "plantation”,  the  half  with  the  buildings. 

INDIANS  KILLED  JOSEPH 

Handed  down  through  the  generations  is  the  story  of 
one  of  our  Josephs  being  killed  by  the  Indians  in  his  field. 

The  Indian  uprising  which  swept  Pennsylvania  occurred 
in  the  summer  of  1763  and  became  no  violent  that  the  "Paxton 

Boys"  took  it  upon  themselves  to  wipe  Dirt  the  rest  of  the 
"friendly  Indians"  on  December  14,  1763. 


Joseph’s  only  son  Joseph  was  killed  by  the  Indians 


while  at  work  in  his  field.  The  murder  probably  occurred 
early  in  December  to  have  weighed  so  heavily  upon  his  father. 

Joseph  and  Elizabeth  had  the  following  children:

It  would  seem  a  fact  that  Joseph,  the  grandchild  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  will  and  born  in  1736,  is  the  Joseph  of  the 
Hans' Herr  Book. 

In  the  Herr  Bible  v:e  find  that  Joseph  Gochnauer,  born 
February  3,  1756,  son  of  Joseph  Gochnauer,  married  Esther 
Herr,  born  January  3,  1753.  And  from  the  Herr  Bible  on, 
the  lineage  of  this  Joseph’s  family  is  readily  traced  through 
seven  generations  to  the  present  day. 

Joseph,  born  after  his  father  made  his  will  and  died 
was  born  in  1764. 

Referring  to  the  page  of  the  Gochnauer  family  Bible, 
(Exhibit  10)  Joseph  v/as  born  August  17,  1764,  and  from  this 
page  of  the  Bible  on,  the  lineage  is  also  readily  traced 
for  seven  generations. 

The  many  Josephs,  I  know,  arc  confusing.  It  must 
have  been  equally  confusing  for  the  grandchild,  Joseph.  For 
a  new-born  babe  named  Joseph  became  his  Uncle.

|  Elizabeth  had  her  own  garden  in  which  she  grew  green 

vegetables  and  a  few  flowers.  She  shared  her  garden  plot  v/ith 
her  son-  Joseph’s  wife,  Mary  Magdalena,  for  Magdalena  and  Joseph 
lived  with  them  and  helped  work  the  plantation. 

The  soil  of  the  entire  plantation  was  rich  and  heavy  and 
well  drained.

"But  that  is  v:hat  they  thought  of  the  Indians  living  near 
tho  Moravion  settlement  of  Bethlehem,"  said  Henry  Neff.  "And  a 
runner  told  how  three  of  the  Moravion  Indians  had  been  surprised 
with  blankets ,  ammunition  and  provisions  which  they  were  taking 
to  the  gr.at  island,  the  camp  of  the  unfriendly  Indians."  (7)

in  the  past  and  God  will  protect  us.  Run  cut  and  play  now  while 
the  sun  is  still  up,1’  Joseph,  the  older,  was  deeply  religious, 
taking  great  store  in  the  hooks  of  the  old  testament,  as  was 
true  of  most  of  his  neighbors  and  friends.  Their  names  were 
almost  exclusively  taken  from  the  Bible. 

"But  the  Indians  are  concentrating  at  the  great  island 
for  a  war  on  us,"  Henry  insisted.  "I  hear  all  of  the  tribes 
arc  uniting  against  us." 

The  English  and  the  French  had  continually  excited  the 
Indians  and  various  tribes  had  been  allied  with  one  or  tho  other 
nation.  Fighting  offered  neat,  drink,  sustenance  for  them.  Now 
a  peace  had  been  declared  and  the  French  had  given  up  territor¬ 
ies  to  the  English.  The  Indians,  when  they  learned  of  this  agree¬ 
ment,  decided  that  the  French  had  given  the  English  their  lands 
and  all  of  the  waring  tribes  gathered  together  to  annihilate 
the  settlers.

"Then  I  v/ant  ny 
wife  to  have  also  each  year,  five  bushels  of  wheat,  five  bushels 
of  rye,  one  hundred  pounds  of  pork,  and  half  of  the  apples  from 
the  orchard  next  to  the  house,  and  half  of  the  meadow  next  to 
John  Hoovers,  twelve  pounds  of  heckled  hemp 

"Wait  a  minute,  Joseph,  I  can’t  write  so  fast  --  now 
continue,"  said  Jacob. 

"Two  cows  of  her  choosing,  ny  mare,  and  food  for  them 
from  my  plantation,  -  oh  yes,  and  two  sheep." 

"it  is  customary,"  said  Jacob,  "to  stipulate  that  the 
yearly  bequests  are  effective  only  if  she  remains  your  widow, 
if  she  should  marry  again  do  you  want  the  bequests  to  stop?" 

"You  know  best  about  that,"  Joseph  said,  "write  it  down 
as  you  usually  do." 

"Is  that  all  or  is  there  something  more  you  wish  to  do 
for  your  son’s  wife?"  asked  Jacob. 

"Well,  she  should  have  about  the  same  as  ny  wife,  maybe 


a  little  more  to  help  take  care  of  the  small  children,"  replied 
Joseph. 

"Put  this  down,  give  Magdalena  each  year  twenty  bushels 
of  wheat,  five  bushels  of  rye,  four  sheep,  two  cows  and  food  for 
then.

Susanna  related  many  and  amusing  incidents  of  her  early 
childhood.  She  used  to  love  to  tell  how  Mike  and  Levi,  who 
used  to  sleep  in  a  near  room,  would  get  hungry  at  night  and 
call  "Susanna,  a  piecie,  a  piecie"  and  often  times  she  would

He  owned  a  horse  named  Tops.  He  could  drive  Tops  into  the 
field  and  sheet  at  birds- direct  from  the  vehicle,  therefor 
he  had  good  luck  in  getting  birds.

This  house  is  still  standing  near 
WillowStree ,  a  hamlet  near  Lancaster,  and  is  the  oldest  house 
in  the  County,  There  is  talk  of  its  being  preserved  as  a 
Historical  Monument. 

Johannas  had  six  sons  and  a  daughter,  and  it  is  believ¬ 
ed  that  some  of  Hans’  children  did  not  accompany  him  to 
America.

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EARLY  HISTORY  OF  THE  C-OUGHHOURS 


In  the  year  1770,  Jacob  Goughnour  camo  from  Freden,  Loving 
County,  Switzerland,  and  settled  in  what  is  now  Funkstown,  Mary¬ 
land.  His  wife's  maiden  name  was  Mary  Sheets.  They  had  eight 
children,  five  sons  and  three  daughters* 


The  sons  names  were  as  follows:  Abraham,  Isaac,  Peter, 
Christley  and  David;  lexer  and  C Inis t ley  were  twins,  and  they 
married  twin  sisters  by  the  name  of  Shaffer. 

Peter,  Christley  and  David  came  to  what  is  now  Johnstown, 


Pennsylvania , 


.bout  1617  or  1000. 


David  took  what  is  now  known 


as  the  Corbon  farm,  Peter  taring,  up  a  tract  joining  this,  known 
now  as  the  Jacob  Goughnour  homestead.  Christley  took  up  a  tract 
beside  him,  known  as  the  Loon  farm,  about  1625.  They  all  took 
up  a  section  on  the  west  side  of  the  Conemaugh  River,  where  they 
remained  until  death. 

There  were  but  three  houses  around  the  vicinity  of  Johns¬ 
town  when  they  came  there,  this  all  being  a  wilderness,  and  abou¬ 
nding  in  bear,  deer,  panther,  wild  cat,  turkeys  and  some  of  all 
kinds  of  wolves. 

Daniel  was  a  wagon-maker,  Peter  was  a  hackle-maker,  and 
Christley  urns  a  blacksmith.  Abraham's  descendants  now  compose  a 
large  element  of  the  vicinity  of  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  Eedford 
and  Summerset,  and  eastern  counties  of  Pennsylvania.  Isaac js 
descendants  now  reside  in  West  Virginia,  Rest  Horland  and  Fay¬ 
ette..  Counties  ,  Pennsylvania.  It  is  said  of "Isaac  that  he  was  a 
powerful" man,  he  once  carried  ten  bushels  of  wheat  up  two  flights 
of  stairs.  The  fore-parents  were  all  short,  heavy-set  men. 

The  relationship  of  these  fore-parents  courses  through  the 
veins  of  the  Goods,  Roberts,  Lidys,  Eenshoofs  and  Cobaughs. 

The  C-cughnours  vary  a  groat  deal  in  spelling  their  names. 
According  to  the  German  letters  it  should  be  spelled  Kouchnour, 
but  according  to  the  English,  as  follows:  Goughnour,  Gochnour, 
Coughnour,  Koughnour,  Ccuchcnour,  Goughenour.  Yet  they  all 
spring  from  one  parentage.

BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH  OF  DAVID  G  OUGHT  OUR ,  SR. 

By  Emanuel  Gcughnour 

David  Goughnour ,  Sr.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  v.-as  a 
native  of  I'aryland,  an  ingcnius  mechanic  and  was  engaged  in  the 
nilling  business  until  the  great  panic  of  1657,  at  which  tine, 
he,  v/ith  m any  others,  lost  all  his  property,  and  in  '.larch,  1844, 
with  his  family  of  eight  children  and  all  his  worldly  possessions 
boarded  a  canal  boat  aa  Johnstown,  thence  to  Pittsburg,  there 
embarking  on  a  steamboat,  (the  Halnut  Hills  by  name),  down  the 
Ohio  River  and  up  the  Hississippi  to  Burlington,  Iowa,  stopping 
near  there  during  the  sunoer  and  in  the  fall  moved  to  the  village 
of  Libertyville  in  Jefferson  County.

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Soon  after  our  arrival  in  Libertyville ,  Father  purchased  60 
acres  of  raw  prairie  land  near  the  village  which  was  improved  as 
fast  as  circumstances  would  admit,  and  this  was  the  home  of  the 
family  until  they  all  married  and  separated,  mother  still  making 
it  her  home  for  many  years  later. 


In  1849  Father  and  the  writer,  Emmanuel,  started  across  the 
plains  with  an  ox  team  for  the  then  new  Eldorado  of  California 
and  after  a  tedious  journey  of  over  four  months  landed  in  the 
much  coveted  land  of  gold,  Here  father  remained  for  about  one 
and  a  half  years  and  then  started  home  but  made  the  mistake  of 
going  by  the  way  of  New  Orleans  instead  of  New  York  and  died  of 
cholera  in  Ilemphis,  Tennessee,  on  his  way  home,  Emmanuel  remain 
ed  there  for  six  years  and  in  this  connection  night  be  said  that 
many  strange  incidents  took  place  during  those  years,  both  in 
crossing  the  plains  and  after  our  arrival  in  the  land  of  gold, 
enough  to  make  a  book  of  itself,  but  as  this  is  a  biographical 
sketch  we  will  not  enter  into  personal  matters  of  our  trip.
